WASHINGTON, March 29—The 
Office of Price Administration to­ 
day boosted retail ceiling prices on 
75 per cent of all pork produ cts 
and 33 per cent of all beef prod­ 
u cts. 
The increases, effective Monday, 
will average one-third of a cent a 
pou nd on beef and three-qu arters 
of a cent on pork. 
Wage Hikes Spur Actio n 
OPA said the boosts resu lted 
from the general 16 per cent hou r­ 
ly w-age increases recently granted 
90,000 produ ction employes of the 
five major packing companies. 
The increases will not apply u ni­ 
formly throu ghou t the cou ntry. 
For example, the ceiling price of 
porterhou se steak will go u p one 
cent a pou nd in su ch places as 
Chicago, New- York, and Nashville, j 
Tenn., bu t will remain the same in 
Los Angeles and Dallas, Tex.

WHEN people speak of a “ fam­ 
ily headache.’' they usually don’t 
mean a physical disorder. Never 
theless, there is one out of the 
many types 
of headache which 
might be described in this way 
becau se it seems to run in families. 
It is called migraine, and accord 
ing to Dr. Vincent 
J . Derbes and 
his co-workers of 
New Orleans, if 
there is not a family history of 
headache, it is dou btfu l that the 
condition is migraine. 
Certain Chil’r« n 
In certain children there is a con­ 
dition called cyclic vomiting 
in 
which the child has attacks of 
vomiting at almost regu lar inter­ 
vals. It is thou ght that many of 
these children will develop mi­ 
graine in later years. Then, too, 
persons who have periodic attacks 
of depression with the feeling of 
confu sion, strangeness and absent- 
mindedness whose attacks last a 
relatively short time and in which 
there is no loss of consciou sness 
may also be su ffering from mi­ 
graine. 
The topical attack of migraine 
comes on also at fairly regu lar in­ 
tervals. The headache u su ally oc­ 
cu r only on one side. Sickness to 
the stomach and vomiting are 
present in many cases. The forma­ 
tion of excessive saliva in the 
mou th, and sweating may also be 
noted. 
Relief in Vomiting 
Sometimes, the vomiting seems 
to bring the patient relief and 
when vomiting occu rs the head­ 
ache stops. Sometimes, the patient 
is over-sensitive to noise and light.

N E W YORK, March 29 —Diz­ 
zy Gillespie feels th at someone 
has been kicking his dog arou nd. 
He isn t angry, bu t he’s a little 
hu rt. After all, a fellow can’t 
come u p with something like be­ 
bop mu sic every year, and when 
he does he dislikes to hear it 
called a contribu tion of ju venile 
delinqu ency and see it banned by 
the radio. 
The Negro band leader almost 
blew a gasket off his pet tru m ­ 
pet when he heard that Holly­ 
wood radio station KMPC had 
banned be-bop from its air be­ 
cau se of its alleged ability to

instincts. 
When Dizzy came back from the 
-west coast a month ago every­ 
thing was lovely, inclu ding the 
pu blic’s reception of be-bop with­ 
ou t a visible impairment of mor­ 
als.

Gibson is the type of enter­

stick in a be-hop’ or two in place 
the real words of the song,

sic. If they want to bring u p 
’dirty’ mu sic, wily don’t they dig 
some of those Latin rhvthms 


that you hear broadcast all the 
time. 
T h at’s what I call real sexy 
mu sic.” 
Dizzy “gu esses” that he’s been 
experimenting with be-bop abou t 
three years. 
“Be-bop is ju st a different way 
of accenting rhythms,” he said. 
“It ju st sort of happened. The 
you nger rats dig it right away 
and the older cats are going

have to string along or they’ll be 
behind the times. I think it’s a 
definite advance in jazz.” 
The expression “be-bop” has 
no particu lar meaning.

FUNNY NAMES 


Br HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. MD. 
WHEN people speak of a “fem 
ily headache.” they usually don’t 
mean a phy*ical disorder. Never 
thole*.*, there is one out of the 
many types of headache which 
might be described in this way 
because it seems to run in families. 
It is called migraine, and accord­ 
ing to Dr. Vincent J. Derbes and 
his co-workers of New Orleans, if 
there is not a family history of 
headache, it is doubtful that th* 
condition is migraine. 
Certain Chil'ran 
In certain children there is a con­ 
dition called cyclic vomiting in 
which the child has attacks of 
vomiting at almost regular inter­ 
vals. It is thought that many of 
theae children will develop mi­ 
graine in later year*. Then, too, 
person* who have periodic attacks 
of depression with the feeling of 
confusion, strangeness and absent­ 
mindedness whose attack* last a 
relatively short time and in which 
there is no loss of consciousness 
may also be suffering from mi­ 
graine. 
The topical attack of migraine 
comes on also at fairly regular in­ 
tervals. The headache usually oc­ 
cur only on one side. Sickness to 
the stomach and vomiting are 
present in many cases. The forma­ 
tion of excessive saliva in the 
mouth, and sweating may also be 
noted. 
Relief in Vomiting 
Sometimes, the vomiting *eem* 
to bring the patient relief and 
when vomiting occurs the head­ 
ache stops. Sometime*, the patient 
li over-sensitive to noise and light. 


Ringing in the ears, drowsiness 
and excessive formation of urine 
may also be present. The average 
attack last* from twelve to twenty- 
four hours. 
Migraine occurs about twice as 
often in.women as in men. It may 
even develop in children. The ma­ 
jority of cases start in the first 
ten to twenty years of life but 
rarely persist beyond the age of 
sixty and even if they do they be­ 
come less severe from year to year. 
The disorder occurs for the most 
part in intellectual people, pos­ 
sibly because they are subject to 
more mental fatigue and emotion­ 
al excitement. 
Insofar ss the treatment of the 
condition 
is 
concerned, 
it 
is 
thought that many of these per­ 
sons may be sensitive to the foods 
which they eat. By keeping a rec­ 
ord of the foods eaten and the 
times when the attacks occur, it 
may be possible to find the foods 
which may be causing the trouble. 
Of course, these foods should then 
ba eliminated from the diet 
Treatment with glandular ex­ 
tract such as estrogens, substance* 
useful for the production of a feel­ 
ing of well-being in women exper­ 
iencing change of life difficulties, 
as well as extracts from the pitu­ 
itary gland, have been found help­ 
ful in some few ca^es. 
When an attack of migraine 
starts, of course, the patient wants 
immediate relief. The drug known 
ss ergotamine tartrate taken by 
mouth or given by injection often 
stops the difficulty, but it should 
only be taken under the doctor’s 
direction. 
The breathing in of 
oxygen miso bs* been found useful.

TO MAKE SPRAY 


PLANS CONFORM 


Best Warns That Apple Scab 
Must Be Halted Before 
Full Bloom 


Because warm weather has put 
orchards 
approximately 
t h r e e 
weeks ahead of their normal stage 
of growth. Pickaway C o u n t y 
Agricultural Agent 
Larry Best 
said Friday, the customary spray 
achedules for control 
of 
insects 
and diseases should be changed to 
conform to the existant rate of 
growth. 
He pointed out that sprays for 
the control of apple scab must 
always 
be 
applied 
before 
full 
bloom. 
Three Spray* Recommended 
Best recommended three sprays, 
designated as 
delayed 
dormant, 
pre-pink, and pink, according to 
the state of growth at the time of 
the 
application. 
The 
preferred 
•pray is liquid lime-sulphur and 
water, and the recommended mix­ 
ture is two gallons of lime-sulphur 
to IOO gallons of water for the 
dormant spray, and one and one- 
half gallons of lime-sulphur to IOO 
gallons of water for the other two 
applications. 
Flotation type sulphur at the 
rate of 12 pounds to IOO gallons of 
•cater, Best asserted, can be used 
for the pre-pink and the pink ap­ 
plications. Thy lime-sulphur at the 
rate of eight pounds In IOO gallons 
of water can be substituted for 
the delayed dormant spray first 
mentioned. 
Separate Braying Urged 
Un orchards where varieties sus­ 
ceptible to scab can be sprayed 
separately, he explained, these var­ 
ieties should be sprayed first and 
with the recommended mixture. 
Resistant varieties such as Jona­ 
than. Grimes. Baldwin, Golden De­ 
licious, and York can be sprayed 
next and with a mixture contain­ 
ing less lime-sulphur. Results will 
be greater lf the spray Is applied 
before a rain. 
The correct time to apply sprays 
for apple scab control has to be 
determined by observing the re­ 
lease of scab spores from 
last 
Year's apple leaves, Best said. 
Exact dates for applications must 
be determined far enough In ad­ 
vance so that 
growers 
can 
be 
warned through the newspaper. 
Warning Promised 
This warning will be sounded in 
ample time. Best pointed out, to 
control insect pests and 
disease. 
The recommendations for the pro­ 
tection of growing fruit will be 
made to Best by T. H. Parks and 
C. C. Allison, extension specialists, 
Ohio State University. 
Best suggested that fruit grow­ 
ers in Pickaw'ay County watch for 
the warnings.
